place, but not freezing or in actual contact 
with ice. 


Flour and meal should be kept in a cool, 


dry place, with a space of an inch or more 
between the flour and the bottom of the 
barrel. 


SUGARS.—Havana sugar is seldom clean, 


hence not so good as that from Brazil, Porto 
ilico, aud Santa Cruz. 
Loaf, crushed, and 


granulated sugars have most sweetness, 
and go further than blown. 


Butter for winter use. should be made in 


mid autumn. 


Lard that is hard and white, and from 


hogs under a year old, is best. 


Cheese soft between fingers is richest and 


best.

EMIGRATION FROM EUROPE.—The Mew 


York correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Ledger writes on Monday : 


Nearly two thousand KnpHsh, Irish and 


German immigrants arrived here this morn- 
ing, iu the steamers Germauia and City of 
(Jerk, and if the letters from the packet 
ogeuts on the other side cac be relied upon, 
we may expect an average of about four 
thousand a week from now "fill the fall.— 
With the restoration of psace in America 
the impression is said to be almost univer- 
sal throughout Germany that there is a 
better opening for labor than ever before. 
Hundreds of families were selling out at 
various places, to emigrate in a body. They 
expect employment as farm hands, in tbe 
Western States. The English* Irish and 
Scotch immigrants, who come via Liverpool, 
seem to entertain like expectations as to the 
demand for labor, but they differ from the 
Germans as to the locality it is best to 
settle down in, and hence, while tbe latter 
proeqjd to the country as speedily as possi- 
ble, after their arrival at Castle Garden, the 
former, as a general rale, prefer to tako 
their chances for employment in the city. 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT REVENUE DE- 


CISION.—Th'e buyers of all merchandise 
manufactured in this country on which in- 
ternal revenue tax is levied will do well to 
remember that Commissioner Lewis decided 
that the buyer of domestic manufactures 
has no legal title to property, unless it can 
be proven that the internal revenue tax has 
been paid on the same. 
Government has 


acted on this decision in Illinois, seizing, 
wherever they could be found, spirits manu- 
factured by parties accused of defrauding 
tbe revenue. 
The innocent holders have 


had their property taken from them, and 
are told thut they wilt not recover it until 
they prove that the tax has been paid* on 
the same. In important purchases buyers 
may possibly hereafter require a bond of 
indemnity from sellers to secure against 
loss from seizure.—Phi/a. Press.

The establish- 
ment of a well conducted Cemetery, as a 
depository for departed relatives^ Iriends 
and neighbors, is so perfectly in accordance 
with ihe dictates of "humanity, the impulses 
of affection, and the habits of 
civilized 


nations, that nothing need be said in vin- 
dication of it at this late day. 
Even tho 


ancient heathen were cot insensible to • 
these honorable fceliags of oar nature, al- 
though when they deposited the remains 
of their departed friends they knew not 
what was their condition, or whether they 
would ever meet them again. But Chris- 
tianity has brought life and immortality to 
clearer, to certain light; liftingithe veil 
that separated between the present and fu- 
ture worlds, and exhibiting the two as,in- 
timately connected. 
Hence there is a pe- 


culiar propriety in cherishing the memory 
of the departed, and keeping up a com- 
munion between the imng "and the dead. 
The habit of converting these abodea into 
gardens,- and by various decoration's asking 
them pleasant places of resort, also encour- 
ages frequent visits, and eterts a salutary 
influence on the living.

During the past year the Board has had 


full opportunity to leara the ordinary ex- 
penses of the Cemetery, aud is fully

vinced that as the great mass of the eisizens 
are supplied with lots the future sales will 
be limited. 
In the past year only twenty- 


two lots were disposed of. These at §10 25 
each, produced §225 50. Add to this §6, 
for two fractions oi lots, and we have §231 50 
as the amount for this year from the sale of 
lots. The other sources of income raised this 
amount only to 8815 00. This is merely suf- 
ficient to pay the interest on tbe funded 
debt, (which has been reduced to §1,670,) 
the salary of the keeper, and the most neces- 
sary repair?. JSfo interest has ever been paid 
on Ihe stock. 
It, is therefore evident that 


the income of the Cemetery at present rates, 
would not enable the Board to redeem tho 
stock in many jears to come. 
Your Board 


therefore adopted a different plan to acebm« 
plisli the provision of the charter to surren- 
der the institution to tbe lotholders. --We 
proposed to tbe stockholders whose liberality 
furnished the funds for the establishment of 
the Cemetery, to accept the notes of the Cor- 
poration in iieuof their certificates of stock. 
This they have almost without .exception 
generously done, aad thus tbe future man- 
agement of the institution is by the charter 
vested in the lot holders. 


The Board 
has accordingly called a 


general meeting of the lotholders, for tho 
purpose of organizing by the election of 
officers, to whom the present Board will 
surrender the books, deeds, plan, and all 
other effects belonging to the Cemetery. . 


It\f expected that the lotholders, amount- 


ing to about 400, will at once adopt meas- 
ures to raise the requisite funds to liquidate 
the obligatioos of tho Cemetery, as well' aa 
to make further improvements in the beau- 
tiful resting place of their dead. 
We are 


hoppy to say, that the plan and improve- 
ments of tbe Cemetery have from the be- 
ginning been selected and prosecuted with 
=uch enlightened taste nnd public spirit, 
that there are no defects to be rectified. 
It 


ie only necessary to carry out the very ex- 
cellent plan originally adopted, and to go 
forward in the fame path of improvement 
as fast aa means can be obtained.
